arraigned on four counts 
of first-degree murder

Raymond Lee Bailey, 37, of Sumpter 
Township was arraigned at 34” District 
Court on Aug. 19 on 
four counts of first- 
degree, premeditated 
murder and four counts 
of felony firearm. 

The arraignment was 
done via Zoom and 
Bailey was laying in a 
hospital bed wearing a 


Bailey neck brace. 

34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
Oakley set Bailey’s probable cause 
conference for 11 a.m., Sept. 2, before 
Judge Tina Brooks Green. 


Attorney Samer Jadallah, who represented 
Bailey only for his arraignment, told Judge 
Oakley that Bailey stood on the divider in 
the Huron Township Police Department 
lock-up where he was detained after being 
brought back from Bay County. 

Jadallah said Bailey told him he jumped 
down from the divider several times doing 
flips trying to injure himself. In the Zoom 
picture his neck is braced and Bailey told 
Judge Oakley he has a broken neck. 

Bailey told Judge Oakley he is not able 
to get around real well and, “I can barely 
walk right now.” He told the judge he would 
like time to get a few things in order and 
continue his medical care. 

Jadallah said Bailey has owned his own 
plumbing business for a long time and has 
no probations or holds. He does not have a 
criminal record, he said. 

Judge Oakley said because of Bailey’s 
attempt to hurt himself, bail is denied. 
Bailey asked to speak to a court-appointed 
attorney. 

Conviction on each murder charge carries 
a sentence of life in prison.

County sets recount of supervisor race in Sumpter

On Friday, the Wayne County Clerk’s 
office accepted a check for $2,250 from 
Nelson Po for a recount of nine precincts 
in the Aug. 4 supervisor’s race. 

The recount, at a cost of $250 per precinct, 
will cover precincts 1, 3, and 5 (all at the 
Sumpter Community Center) and all six 
absentee ballot counting boards. 

Po said the county official called Sumpter 
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Township while he was there on Aug. 21 
to alert the township a recount would be 
held in Sumpter within 10 to 14 days and it 
would be open to the public to watch. 

Po was defeated by incumbent Supervisor 
John Morgan in the August primary with an 
announced count of 676 votes for Morgan 
to 327 for Po. Morgan’s total included 470 
absentee votes and Po’s total included 159 
absentee votes. 

Po’s notarized petition for a recount 
reads that he is petitioning for a recount. 
“T have a good-faith belief, but for fraud or 
mistake committed by the precinct election 
inspectors in their canvass of returns of the 
votes cast at the above referenced election, 
I had a reasonable chance of winning the 


election. An additional explanation of the 
fraud or error is provided.” 

Ken Sheeks, a poll worker at precinct 5 for 
the Aug. 4 election, told the Independent 
the process for the election cannot be 
tampered with since there are so many 
safeguards. He said he had been trained 
and worked at Westland for 15 years as an 
election inspector and this is his first year 
working on a Sumpter election. He has 
lived in Sumpter for 22 years. 

He said the training for what Sumpter 
calls “poll workers” was not as stringent as 
that in Westland and when he asked about 
it he said he was told it was because of 
COVID-19 and that Sumpter doesn’t have

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Belleville DDA to pay $7,000 for 
ten lockers for police department

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority voted unanimously at its regular 
meeting Aug. 19 to buy ten professional 
police lockers for the city police department 
for $7,000. 

Belleville’s new Police Chief David 
Robinson, who was hired just before the 
COVID-19 pandemic hit, thanked the 
DDA and said he should have the lockers 
in three or four weeks, since he will take it 
to the city council for approval. 

In an Aug. 10 memo to the DDA 
Chief Robinson said, “My transition 
as your new chief of police has been a 
wonderful experience, even though the 
COVID-19 pandemic has presented all of 
us with challenges. It has been Belleville’s 
residents, business owners, elected officials 
and my police officers that have made me 
feel very welcome. 

“Since becoming the chief of police, I 
have been working on finding innovative 
ways to making necessary updates in 
police equipment to include bulletproof 
vests, police vehicle and police body 
camera system, police prep radios, and 
police-issued taser. These items are very 
important from an officer safety and risk- 
management perspective. I have already 
submitted, and I am currently researching 
and seeking grants to assist in funding 
these projects. It is my intention to utilize 
my allocated budget in combination 
with grants to achieve these important 
advances,” he wrote. 

“Tam reaching out to you and seeking your 
assistance in procuring police equipment 
lockers for our officers. Currently, officers 
do not have lockers to store their uniforms 
or issued police equipment. 

“Tt is also my intention on converting a 
space to create a separate locker room for 
female officers, being that female officers 
make up 30% of our police force. 

“Upon seeking the position of police 
chief, an important question that was asked 
of me was how I planned to attract and 
retain quality police officers. My response 
was, ‘to let the officers know we care about 
them and that as a team working together 
we would serve this community with a 
service-based community policing model.’ 
Building a solid team and creating a 
police-family atmosphere where everyone 
feels valued is how you retain the quality 
officers we have. 

“Procuring the police lockers is an 
important step in letting the officers 
know we care and they are valued. This 
goes along with the many cosmetic 
enhancements that the officers, reserves, 


and I have all taken on to make our existing 
space in the police department welcoming 
and professional. The lockers also provide 
additional security and safety for our police 
equipment,” he wrote. 

Chief Robinson said he researched 
several companies and the best price for 
ten police equipment lockers was $7,000. 

“Procuring these police equipment 
lockers for our officers’ use, along with our 
other changes to the physical environment 
of the police station, will not only 
improve officer privacy and equipment 
security and accountability, it will really 
help with morale and pride in their work 
environment.” 

During discussion at the meeting, Chief 
Robinson said in use now were old school 
lockers and they can’t hang uniforms in 
there. And, they need storage space for 
their vests and holsters. 

“T want this to be a police department 
of best practices,’ Chief Robinson said, 
adding each officer should have his or her 
own individual private police locker. “Now 
uniforms are tossed on desks or hung on 
one small rod,” he said. “They should be 
able to lock up their equipment which will 
make them feel they’re a professional.” 

He said he had the same locker for 30 
years at the Dearborn department. He said 
if the department ever moves, the lockers 
are moveable. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern 
asked if the DDA had the ability to do this 
and coordinator Carol Thompson said she 
researched it and they can. 

Chairperson McGovern asked if there 
is more work with the DORA district and 
Chief Robinson said, yes, he is sending the 
reserves out on weekends. 

DDA member Jennifer Winter, who also 
operates Egan’s Pub, said the community 
policing has been fabulous and friendly to 
everyone. 

In other business at the 61-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard a report from Phil Westmoreland 
of Spicer Group on the upgrades planned 
for Fourth Street which he said they are 
trying to coordinate with the library. He said 
they were working with contractors who 
are working on the library parking lot to 
give the DDA prices on their project. Also, 
they need to get electrical power for their 
trees and hope they can get it from library 
power. Westmoreland said the underground 
and HMA work will cost $136,404 and 
the special tree grates $48,744, for a total 
of $185,148 so far, which is higher than 
the projected $140,000. The total for 
the whole project has been estimated at 
$350,000-$425,000. He said they hope to

get it all built this year. Thompson was 
given approval to order the custom-made 
tree grates now since they have a long lead 
time. She said if they come too soon they 
can be stored at the DPW garage; 

e Voted to ask Randy Brown to remove 
the center tree at the Fourth Street Square 
to allow visual clearance for a temporary 
stage that would park in the motorcycle 
parking area in the rear. Councilman Ken 
Voigt suggested putting in a pot in the 
tree’s place with mums until December 
and then put in a small Christmas tree. “I 
can take the tree down free and put a pot 
there,” said Winter. “I have lots of pots.” 
Thompson said this would not work with 
the DPW union workers. Treasurer Sabrina 
Richardson-Williams was concerned about 
the electrical box by the tree and ways to 
keep people from tripping over it once the 
tree is gone. She suggested a piece of art 
might be put there in the future and Mayor 
Kerreen Conley agreed that maybe they 
should put a slab there and put in a short 
artwork that wouldn’t block the view of the 
stage. Thompson suggested partnering with

the Belleville Area Council for the Arts to 
come up with an appropriate piece of art. 
Thompson contacted seven contractors to 
remove the tree and only Randy Brown 
and Davenport Brothers Construction 
gave quotes for moving the tree. Now that 
it is just being taken out, and low-bidder 
Brown was chosen, the DDA is unsure of 
the actual cost; 

e Heard DDA chairperson Alicia 
McGovern and DDA member Kelly 
McWilliams volunteer to serve on the 
city’s new Strategic Planning Committee; 
and 

e Heard Thompson give a report that 
the BORA DORA [Designated Outdoor 
Refreshment Area] is being enjoyed and 
the tables/benches ordered will not arrive 
until October, possibly sooner. The hand 
sanitizer stations are not installed yet, 
but signs are posted and more signs will 
be posted. The canoe/kayak launch has 
been installed and the police are checking 
on it when they check the cemetery 
each morning, which should help avoid 
vandalism.

Sumpter blames 
detractors, paper

Most of Tuesday’s regular one-hour-and- 
30-minute meeting of the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees was spent defending itself 
from criticisms of the the way the Aug. 4 
primary election was conducted. 

Trustee Tim Rush, who was pictured with 
an election tape in his hands in last week’s 
Independent, had part of the surveillance 
tape of the incident run in the in the 
meeting room on the large screen. And, then 
he had the body cam tape of Sumpter Police 
Officer Herrick run as he investigated the 
complaint of Toni Clark. 

“Residents need to hear the truth,’ Rush 
said and then gave his version of what 
happened. Rush said this has traditionally 
been done at all elections for as long as he 
can remember. He said taking pictures of 
the election tape was being done at all the 
precincts. 

He said contrary to what a letter in the 
paper or the paper reported, he never moved 
the tabulating machine into the hallway, 
never touched the machine, and never 
took the tape away. He said the report was 
designed to damage his reputation. Election 
worker Mary Sherwood said the election 
workers were expecting Rush and were told 
at their training session that he would be 
coming. 

A recount of this precinct and others has 
been scheduled by the county and the truth 
will be determined by outsiders. We hope 
Sumpter election officials did the right thing 
and are vindicated.

We received word on Monday of the death 
of Dan Fisher who had been a teacher and 
coach at BHS.I am sorry to see him go. Dan 
became a regular visitor to our office over 
the past few years because former Belleville 
attorney Tom White had defrauded him of a 
lot of money and he wanted to keep up on 
whatever I knew about Tom’s legal status. 

Dan especially was interested in Tom 
because Tom had been one of his students 
at BHS and Dan just couldn’t believe he 
would treat his former teacher like this. 

Tom White served time in prison and now 
is done with probation, free to live his life. 
He’s supposed to be paying back those he 
defrauded, but we haven’t heard of that 
happening from the victims who regularly 
contact us.

Enrica of Enrica’s Golden Needle is having 
a terrible time with the City of Belleville.

But, there was something wrong here. And 
the next month’s bill was high too and now 
she supposedly owes almost $1,000 for 
water when the shop is closed. 

“T just want this problem solved and to 
pay my water bill,” Enrica said Monday 
afternoon. 

I had called the city manager on Friday 
to discuss Enrica’s problem, but she did not 
return my call. I also called DPW Director 
Rick Rutherford on Friday and he did return 
my call. He said he’d go back out to see her 
again on Friday or Monday. I called Enrica 
and told her to expect him. Rick said he has 
been out there several times and he thinks 
she has a leak in her toilet and that leaky 
toilets can cause big water bills. Enrica said 
the test they did showed her toilet was not 
leaking. 

Anyway, on Monday afternoon, Enrica 
called and said Rick hasn’t been back and 
she’s going to give them one more day and 
then go to an attorney. She would like to 
set up an appointment with someone at city 
hall, but she can’t get anyone to return her 
calls. When she goes there in person, she is 
told someone will call here and they don’t. 

Enrica is very upset. She’d like to have a 
meeting with the mayor but can’t set up an 
appointment. She doesn’t use computers so 
the website doesn’t help. 

She said a friend told her he was having 
the same sort of problem, and he asked the 
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city to take out his “smart” water meter and 
put in the old “dumb” water meter, which 
put everything back to normal. 

Rick said he could do that for Enrica, but 
he has doubts that would help.

COVID-19 positive cases 
in 48111 area rise to 582 
from 570 a week ago 


The COVID-19 death rate in the 48111 
zip code had been 30 since June 22, but 
then on July 25 one more death was 
recorded. The coronavirus deaths in the tri- 
community of Belleville, Van Buren, and 
Sumpter have remained at 31 since then. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 
48111 were 582 on Tuesday, Aug. 25, up 
from 570 the previous Tuesday, Aug. 18. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 25, the separate 
numbers released by the Wayne County 
Health Department for the tri-community 
were: Van Buren Township, 346 positive 
cases, 16 deaths; City of Belleville, 168 
positive cases, 14 deaths; and Sumpter 
Township 68 positive cases, 1 death.

Attached are five affidavits, video footage, 
and a correspondence between Nelson 
Po and Gil Flowers which references the 
complaints, prior to my conversation with 
him. 

I am also requesting an investigation and 
recount, but I have tremendous difficulty 
trusting the county, especially based on my 
interactions with Gil Flowers. It is evident 
to me that every official I have raised this 
issue to thus far has closed the doors on 
each complaint. 

The five affidavits are issued by: Sherry 
Olds, who ran for the clerk’s position 
and lost; Jim Clark, who ran for treasurer 
and won; Toni Clark, who witnessed Tim 
Rush tampering, filed a police report and 
FOIA’d the video footage provided, also 
wife to Jim Clark; Nelson Po, who ran for 
supervisor and lost; and David Hartford, 
who aids Mr. Po and was witness to events.

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School Board hears 
details of back-to-school 
safety procedures

As the Sept. 14 first day of school 
approaches, parents and teachers want 
to know details and on Monday, School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak explained some safety 
procedures and said many things are still 
being worked out. 

District procedures have been upended 
by the COVID-19 pandemic this year. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools via Zoom, Supt. 
Kudlak announced teachers are returning 
the next day and there will be lots of 
training sessions. 

Via Zoom, parent Angela Mears asked 
when the student schedules for in-person 
classes will be available for the middle 
school and high school and Supt. Kudlak 
said that should be by next week. 

He said by Sept. 14, the district should be 
ready to go. The deadline for signing up for 
in-person or virtual classes has passed and 
63% prefer remote education. 

In-person classes are expected to be 
from 15-20 students in size. Twenty-eight 
teachers are doing remote classes, four at 
each grade level, Kudlak said. 

He said after school starts, details will 
be adjusted and so procedures are subject 
to change. 

Kudlak said as far as personal protection 
gear, masks were delivered earlier that day 
and shields are coming soon, including 
“Humanity Shields’ which encase the 
face. There are Plexiglas desk shields in 
place — a lot of those — and lots of cleaning 
supplies. He said touch-free hand sanitizer 
dispensers have been ordered, along with 
new electrostatic sprayers, one for each 
building so buildings can be disinfected 
each night. And, there are plenty of wipes. 
He said there are buckets with wipes in 
them and they put the disinfectant on top 
and the wet wipes are pulled out the top. 

He said the bubbling drinking fountains 
are covered up and bottle filling stations 
are set. Kudlak said they started putting 
up signs today for the arrival/dismissal 
stairways. The arrival/dismissal times are 
changing and will be fine-tuned, he said.

One more custodian is being hired and 
four teachers recalled from layoff. 

Board president Amy Pearce, who was 
present by telephone because she was 
traveling by car, said she read a New 
York Times article about how districts are 
reporting virus cases to the community. 
Some won’t tell anything and others are 
reporting numbers only. 

Kudlak said they need to get their staff 
members trained on this. He said there is 
the HIPPA law about health privacy. He 
said the district will, for example, say 
McBride has one that tested positive and 
students that have been in contact with 
that person will be advised to watch for 
symptoms and self-quarantine for 14 days. 

He said one of the school’s athletes tested 
positive for COVID-19, so the practices 
were shut down until after Labor Day. 
Football now is scheduled for spring. 

Kudlak said that the daily health 
questionnaires for students will now be 
handled through Google forms, because of 
the “genius” of Andy Lindsay who worked 
it out so the forms wouldn’t need to be 
filled out on paper by parents. 
In Monday’s one-hour-and-40-minute 
meeting, the board also:

Father John Kiselica of St. Anthony Catholic Church in Belleville said he has been plagued 
by moles at the church. He explained they are not enemy-spy-type moles, but the pesky- 
rodents-who-live-to-tunnel-in-search-of-tasty-grub-type moles. Fr. John said he recently 
looked out the front door of the church and saw something he had never seen before. The 
little moles were so determined to clear dirt from their tunnels, they forced the mound of 
earth up between the slabs of concrete that make up the church’s front walkway. He said 
a parishioner knocked it down and flattened the pile with his boot one day, only to find it 
back again the next, bigger and taller than before. “I heard tell of a farmer in the area who 
stopped being plagued by moles after dumping a mixture of chlorine bleach and ammonia 
into their tunnels on her property, effectively making phosgene poison gas, the kind the 
Germans used to great effect on the Western Front in World War I,” Fr. John said. “I don’t 
know if I’m willing to go to such extremes to rid our grounds of the critters just yet. If 
they start setting up barbed wire to fortify their positions, I’ll have to resort to something

as much money to spend on training. 

Sheeks said he came to talk to the 
Independent after seeing the surveillance 
tape picture in last week’s paper of Sumpter 
Township Trustee Tim Rush with an 
election tape in his hand, which bothered 
him greatly. 

He said each poll worker signed each 
of the four tapes spit out by the election 
machine to attest that everything was done 
properly and his name is on all four tapes. 
He said one tape goes to the township, one 
to the county, one to the state, and one to 
the federal government. 

He said he is a law-abiding citizen and 
is afraid that if the election investigation 
proves there was a problem, he will be one 
of those to be blamed. 

He said that no one could walk off with 
a tape or all the workers would have to

stay until all the tapes were secure. (In last 
week’s paper a letter writer insinuated that 
Rush took a tape and left.) 

The Independent showed Sheeks the 
rest of the surveillance tape taken at his 
precinct that had been obtained by Toni 
Clark through a Freedom of Information 
Act reguest. Clark shared the tape. 

Sheeks said he was working around the 
corner in a room and this was taken in the 
hallway where he couldn't see. He said in 
the surveillance footage there were many 
things done wrong and the person to be 
blamed has to be the precinct chairperson 
Irene Woodell who is responsible for 
making sure everything is done exactly 
right. 

Sheeks said the poll workers were paid 
for 17.5 hours that day and he saw the man, 
he later learned was Tim Rush, coming in 
and out of the cordoned-off precinct about 
four times that day. He said Rush had a 
mask on with the Sumpter seal on one side, 
so he thought he was a township official of 
some kind. 

Watching the tape, Sheeks said he was 
surprised that Rush was left alone with 
the tape in his hands. Also, at one point 
Rush appears to be writing on the tape and 
Sheeks said that wouldn't work because 
a special kind of ink is used on the tapes 
and any other ink on the tape would set off 
alarms when investigating. 

Rush was seen taking a picture of the tape 
with his phone and then rolling the tape up 
the way it has to be. Sheeks said it is law 
that you cannot have a camera inthe voting 
area except to take a selfie of yourself at 
the polls, never of the ballot or anything 
else. 

Sheeks also noted on the surveillance 
that Woodell’s husband was handling the 
election tapes and carried an armful of 
ballots from the machine to the back room 
although he was not an election official 
and really shouldn’t even have been in that 
area. He obviously was helping his wife.

Police report was 
written by Sumpter 
officer in polls complaint 


On page three in last week’s Independent 
an error was made in stating that no police 
report was written on the complaint of Toni 
Clark about what happened at the polls on 
Aus.

TONI CLARK: Upon arrival I met with 
reporting party, Toni Clark, who explained 
that she was at the front entrance of the 
Sumpter Township Community Center 
(Precinct 5), after the polls had closed, and 
the doors were locked. Clark stated that she 
observed Tim Rush inside the building at 
the tabulating machine for Precinct 5 when 
Rush was seen removing the tabulation 
tape from the machine and taking the 
tape in-hand, down the hallway of the 
Community Center. Clark advised that this 
activity was fraudulent and she wanted the 
incident documented. 

CONTACT WITH PRECINCT 5 CHAIR 
IRENE WOODELL: I spoke with Irene 
Woodell who explained that Tim Rush 
did come to her after the polls had closed 
requesting to see the final tabulation for 
Precinct 5, as is his right to do so. Woodell 
stated that she provided Rush a copy of 
the final tabulation which she placed on 
the ground for Rush to photograph per 
his request. Woodell advised that at no 
time did Rush remove any tape from the 
tabulator, as that would be illegal. 

Tim Rush was initially at the scene. 
However, when I went to speak with him 
after speaking with Woodell I could not 
locate him. 

DISPOSITION: I advised both parties 
that this incident would be documented for 
informational purposes at this time.

VBT dog on death row 
for biting another dog, 
injuring dog’s owner

On Aug. 20, 34" District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green ordered a Van Buren 
Township dog to be destroyed. The owner 
has 21 days to appeal the judge’s decision 
to circuit court and the dog would be held 
by VBT during that time. 
The owner, Jennifer Favot of Clayton Road 
near Quirk Park, was tearful as she pled for 


the dog’s life over a Zoom court session. 
She said the dog sleeps with her three-year- 
old son and the son and her eight-year-old 
daughter wrestle and play with the dog. 
“Our two kids would be devastated,” Favot 
told the judge. “We got the dog for my son 
and they are the same age.” She took her 
smartphone over to show the dog on camera 
with his basket muzzle on. She said he 
now wears that whenever he is outside and 
cannot bite anyone. The problem gate now 
has a chain on it so he can’t escape, she said. 
“T don’t like doing these cases,” said 
Judge Green, who noted her sister is a 
veterinarian. She asked VBT prosecutor 
Angela Mannarino if the township is willing 
to entertain an alternative.

Mannarino said she has been prosecutor 
for eight years and this is only the third time 
such a case has come up. 

“Not often,” she said of the instances. 

“Quirk Park is very busy and a lot of 
children are there,’ Mannarino said of 
the site of the June incident, where the 
township’s popular splash pad is located. 
There also was an incident in October 2019 
with the same dog. “If it happened a third 
time, it puts VBT in a precarious position 
and seems to say we’re OK with this.” 

“I have to agree,” Judge Green said. “I 
take this very seriously. I am not making 
this decision lightly. I authorize destroying 
the dog.” 

A tearful Favot asked if they couldn’t give 
the dog to somebody else and Judge Green 
said that would just be sending the problem 
somewhere else. 

“That’s my decision,” Judge Green said. 
“Once the dog is destroyed, I will dismiss 
the other charges.” She referred to tickets 
for having an unlicensed dog and having a 
dangerous dog. 

“You have 21 days to appeal my decision 
to circuit court,” Judge Green said. “VBT 
will take and hold the dog for 21 days.” 

The court session via Zoom was not 
scheduled on the docket, but Judge Green 
allowed it to be heard at the end of her 
regular docket Aug. 20. 

Mannarino brought Robert Oueener as 
her first witness. Oueener said he has been 
animal control/ordinance officer at VBT for 
16 years. 

He said this is the follow up to a prior case. 
He said on Aug. 17, 2019 the same dog got 
loose and injured the Porzondek dog and 
there was a $432.90 vet bill. Oueener said 
he issued an animal at large citation and 
no license citation and Favot pled guilty to 
dangerous dog on Oct. 22, 2019. 

Oueener said in June 2020 the same 
dog was involved in another incident

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and Michael Pagel came into the police 
department on the weekend to file a report. 
Queener said he issued the ticket and Pagel 
got compensated by Favot for his vet bill 
for his dog and doctor’s bill for himself. 
Queener said they got the vet to produce the 
vaccination report. 

Favot said her husband had talked with 
Pagel at the park and they exchanged phone 
numbers. 

Favot was representing herself at the 
hearing and did not cross-examine Queener. 

Pagel, who was the second witness, said 
in late June he made a report to the police 
department. He said he was walking his 
dog in Quirk Park and Favot’s dog came 
running free and attacked his dog. He said 
he held the attacking dog down so his wife 
could get their dog away. 

Pagel said his dog is a Doberman pinscher, 
60 pounds, and about three feet tall. 

He said the attacker was a white dog with 
dark spots, some kind of bull dog, shorter 
than his dog, but more muscular than his 
dog. He said his dog received 14 puncture 
wounds and had to be sedated for four to 
seven days and was on antibiotics for a 
month, along with pain medication. 

Pagel, who lives on Wheatgrass Lane 
near Quirk Park, said they walked their dog 
three times a day in the park and stopped 
going to the area next to Quirk subdivision 
for a solid month. 

When he was holding the dog down he got 
a puncture wound on his left finger and was 
prescribed antibiotics. 

When the township realized this was the 
second attack, it served notice to destroy the 
dog. 

Pagel said if the dog needs to be destroyed 
for the safety of the area, “So be it.” 

Pagel said it took only five seconds of time 
for the dog to do all the damage it did. He 
said a child at Quirk Park could be injured, 
or a senior citizen who usually walks a 
small dog under 15 pounds could be hurt. 

“I was strong enough and I took the dog 
down,” Pagel said, adding if his wife was 
alone walking the dog, she couldn’t have 
done that.
